William rrimro»e In Ihe Wallon 
Concerto with the Montreal 
Orchestra — A Review and 
An Interview.

The ovation w ith which the audi- 
ence at last Sunday's concert of the 
Montreal Orchestra received the 
first Canadian performance of the 
Walton Viola Concerto was a 
clearly-expressed tribute to the 
soloist, William Primrose, the con* 
duetor, Douglas Clarke, the men of 
the Orchestra. and not the least, the 
composer. That so new a work with 
its many rhythmic and tonal com- 
plex. ties w as so w ell received upon 
first hearing might be considered a 
tribute to the su.iiencr a.- well. 

Mr. Primrose has visiter! us on 
severs', occasions be lore aii.-I 're has 
made many friends for himsr'.i sri 
his instrument. A good man? people 
throughout the world have come to 
know the viola a> a solo instrument 
through the playing of Mr. Trim- 
rosr. But this is by no means his 
only contribution to the musical 
life of our times.. Few contem- 
poraries are contributing more than 
"William Primrose. Soloist, quariet 
and orchestra player, friend of mod- 
err, music. Mr Primrose us doing a 
promethean job for music today. 
The talk we had with him before 
he left Montreal left us as much 
impressed w ilh we broadness of hU 
view s anc his approach as with his 
Ertistry. 

Today's Leading Violist. 
Bom in Scotland. Mr. Primrose 
began h:s career as a violinist, mak- 
ing his debut as soloist îr. 1P23 at 
Queen's Hall. Kc tells us of his 
early interest ir. the viola which 
his father, violist with the London 
Symphony, played and which he 
admired so greatly. This instru- 
ment, a broad, deep Amati, is the 
one which Mr. Primrose plays to- 
day, and its tone is perhaps un- 
paralled. While studying the violin 
with Ysaye. who was himself a 
violist of note, he turned to the 
viola more seriously, and in 1930. 
when on their American tour, the 
London String Quartet found them- 
selves without a violist, Mr. Prim- 
rose accepted the invitation to join 
them and from that time on he 
devoted himself exclusively to that 
instrument It is of interest to note 
in passing thai the second concert 
which Mr. Primrose played with 
the London Quartet was at Mc- 
Gili. Through the years his com- 
plete mastery of his instrument and 
his phenomenal tone have estab- 
lished him ar the leading violist 
of our time. Today he divides his 
time between solo work, his own 
Primrose Quartet, which recently 
completed an interesting radio 
series and Toscanr.mi's NBC Or- 
chestra, of which he is first violist 
and which he joined at the great 
conductors invitation. Ir. addition 
he teaches at bis New York stud-.' 
and still finds time lor books and 
an occasional game of billiard; 
The Viola. 
Mr. Primrose spoke interestingly 
of the history of the viola. In early 
cays, almost every family of culture 
possessed its "chest of viols' ; there 
were instruments of many sizes and 
types the viola da braccio. viola da 
gamba, viola d'amore, the violin* 
and by the time of Henry VIII this 
group formed the mainstay of the 
orchestra. Tr.e modern viola evolv- 
ed about 350 yean ago, Gaffer t» 
Salio specializing in its making The 
brothers Amati and Niccolo Amati 
tn«. master of Stradivarius, followed 
to perfect the instrument. Solo 
works for v.ola have been written 
chiefly ir. the periods when there 
have been players of note to per- 
form them. Thus it is that the viola 
has come to be accepted ai a solo 
instrument in the past 40 year*, 
largely through the influence of 
Lionel Tertis, the great English 
viola player. Today a good deal o! 
viola music is being written, the 
chief incentive being the playing 
of William Primrose, And our con- 
fC'ontinued on Page tour.)

Major Greenwood began his car- 
eer as a cadet at Kingston in 1910 
after early education at Bishop's 
College School. Lennoxville. where 
he won the Governor General's 
Medal. His career at Kingston was 
marked by the fact that he was 
promoted to Battalion-Sergeant Ma 
jor earning the Sword of Honor and 
the Governor General's Silver Med- 
al, On completion of his course in 
1913 he joined the Royal Engineers 
as a 2nd Lieutenant and went with 
the British Expeditionary Force to 
France in August 1914. Major 
Greenwood took part in the intense 
fighting which marked the early 
months of the last war and lost his 
left leg in action. His experience 
however, was such that in June 
1915 he was again in service as Ad- 
jutant to the Railway Troops in 
England and during 1916, 1917 and 
on to January 1919 he served in the 
Operations Directorate at the War 
Office in London; as an instructor 
at the Second Army Central School 
in France, as Officer Commanding 
the Royal Engineers Cadet Training 
Company at Chatham, England and 
as a General Staff Officer at the 
Operations Directorate at the War 
Office in London. He was gazetted 
Brevet Major in the New Year's 
honors on January 1st. 1919, and 
from January to May of that year 
served in the Directorate of Forti- 
fications and Works at the War Of- 
fice.

The judge of the 
debate was Mr. Eugene Forsey of 
the Department of Economics.

Montreal linked to the hostel 
trails of \ ermont b\ group ol >rven hOS- 
lets Vhis trail i> called the "Montorcgian 
Trail' after the mountain range by which 
it passes and is in reality an old Indian 

Route. It pas.-r> from Montreal South by 
the picturesque old highway to Chambl) .

in the apple growing district to Grnnby, 
Here thr route cuts across Shef'.ord Moun- 
tain to the quaint district ol Iron Hill. The 
final stop before the border is crossed i> 
Sutton which is t.\vcnty»twd niilcs from 
thr nearest American hostel at Montgom- 
ery Centre, Yermont Besides this chain, 
another is planned from l.ennowillc to 
Quebc< *. .:>. loop around l ake Mcmphra- 
magog.and ski host ris in the Laurent ians, 
Wnh an enthusiastic group of student- 
mtmbers,.much can be accomplished with 
the building of these ski-hostels. Is it 
too- much to hope that in the near future 
the Outing C lub's tour.- led by ".lack Rab- 
bit" .Ichannsrn. will come into its own? 

Quebec hostel trails traverse a dis- 
trict which is the heart of old French 
Canada. Here hostellers from Canada 
and from other countries can travel and 
discover a land which is distinct from any 
other in the world. Likewise Canadian 
Youth Hostellers are always welcome to 
::re:ga hostels. What does this mean to 
Canadians hostelling in the New England 
Mites" Starling at Montgomery Centre 
Vermrr/. member; can take their choice 
of three tours — one through the Green 
Mountains of Vermont, another through 
the White Mountains of New Hampshire, 
a third down the Connecticut River vallev 
trail — upward- of one hundred hostels arc 
open to them. 

The New England loop is not trie only 
hostel in the United States, There 

are also hostel region- in New York state. 
Penns: Ivania Great Lakes District. South 
Caroims and a continuous trail from San 
Francisco. California to Vancouver. Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

There n also the great lure of hostel- 
ling in other countries. England is cov- 
ered with a network of hostels. Other 
traili lead through France. Switzerland, 
Germany. Scandinavia and Roumanian 
Since these hostels will be closed on the 
continent for the "duration" trails are now 
being pioneered into Mexico and South 
America. 

Quebec hat taken the lead in Cana- 
dian Youth Hostels Yet in Alberta and 
Bmitii Columbia there is a number of 
hostels, not to mention Ontario and the 
Maritimes. 

Hostels themselves art not hotels, 
though all are clean, comfortable and 
supervised by houseparcnU chosen for 
their character and interest.

*fter the first yea;- of hostilities. It 
is hoped that this will be prevented 
next year unless it u imperative 
that such sports must cease. 

* * * 
Following or. the assumption 

that intercollegiate sports will 
be continued next year let us 
examine a few points. From 
time to time during the past 
few years some people have de- 
bated, pro and con, the whole 
"athletic setup" at McGill. Many 
have defended it and shouted 
its praises, but upon being 
asked for a complete explana- 
tion of :t they have been un- 
able to do so Some others have 
stated that they were unable to 
understand its policy and they 
were quite ready to criticize it, 
and offer suggestions for its im- 
provement Reviewing the pros 
and cons carefully, and at the 
same time confessing more than 
' a partial ignorance of "it. I wish 
to make a few suggestions. 
Whether these suggestions 
kindle a spark or not. at least I 
will have relieved myself of a 
burden. 

<•<•<• 
Going on the assumption that the 
•'athletic set-up" is not perfect:— 
The important items in a college 
athletic program are three: — money. 
coacheE and athletes. Providing that 
there are sufficient funds for a 
complete program they should be 
alloted wisely and spent wisely, tin 
making this statement 1 do not 
wish to insinuate that the athletic 
funds have been mishandled by any 
one individual or by any group of 
individuals;. 

* * * 

In alioting and spending these 
fundi an adequate and compe- 
tent staff of coaches for each 
and every branch of athletics 
should be provided. This is not 
too much to ask and to expect 
at the cost of ten dollars (Ath- 
letic Fees; a year per student. 
The other half of the student- 
fees is widely distributed and 
the spending of it is supervised 
by many student societies and 
groups. What is required is an 
extensive investigation by a 
competent committee and a de- 
tailed and conscientious report 
drswn up This report should 
include an itemized expense ac- 
count of each and every dollar 
that is spent in the course of a 
year fo reach activity. Then this 
report should be thoroughly an- 
alysed to see if any money has 
beer, spent for items which are 
not absolutely necessary. If such 
items are found, the expense ac- 
count of this sport should be re- 
vised and the money put to bet- 
ter advantage. This is only 
right, one sport should not suf- 
fer for lack of funds while an- 
other abounds in luxury. There 
should be a just distribution, 
with no favoured sports True 
some sport* require more mon- 
ey than others, but the distribu- 
tion should be fair. Favoured 
sports cause resentment in the 
minds of the athletes partici- 
pating in other sports. They de- 
velop the feeling thai they are 
being "gypped" and that there 
is favouritism. 

* ❖ ❖ 

Much has been written before 

this concerning the coaching sys- 
tem and I can add but little. Ath- 
letes no matter how good they may 
be individually, require a compe- 
tent guidir.g hand Good coaching is 
essential and a sufficient number of 
coaches is more than essential— it 
is absolutely imperative. At the 
present time «II the football team* 
have the best and most adequate 
(Coixùnwi on Page Four).

First of all. a little general condemning. McGill has become too darn 
used to expecting superlative results from far frotn superlative efforts 
For instance, the material for developing the best winter sports teams 

in this country is right here in McGill University. In March "Ill's Daily. 
"MUE." s past sports, editor and present Daily columnist, vented his 
wrath for two columns In an endeavour to point out why the former 
gTcatc&t hockey playing university on this continent had to relinquish 
its intercollegiate title. His dig at cheap coaching for those major sport* 
which don't command a big enough 'box office' is being duplicated from 
this quarter. Thuv idea of requesting a graduate, a formel- star in the 
sport to dedicate his SPARE time to building up a team, which is then 
expected to compete successfully against the best amateur teams In North 
America— now 1 ask you" 

Our football team is happy in its Canadian isolation of fvom four to 
eight competing teams. Hockey does much better by having an interna 
tional aspect and rating as one of the best amateur hockey clubs in the 
world. Meanwhile the Ski Club can boast that in a competitive field of 
twenty-six colleges from the States and Canada it places second only to

Our local papers show interest: the New York, Boston papers 
show enthusiasm and mean it. Some day a paid Outing Club organiser 
will show us how to make skiing pay the Carnival way.

Finances— the Bad Actor. 

An erumate figured out by a bright boy in the Ski Club some time 
ago put outfitting expenses, competition fees, waxes, and all those little 
things like train teres, etc.. into a gross jl.500 for one McGill 1st Ski 
Team for one season. You know that's an awful lot to pay for the honour 
of upholding the honour of old McGill. particularly when there are other 
clubs who would be so glad to help, in return for competitive services 
rendered. How to pay out of a Ski Club budget of $280 per year and 
when this is so pigeon-holed' here and there for certain 'might-be' ex 
penses that even it won't all be spent. There are eighty (50) racing men 
in this university w-ho try out for the Varsity teem. Compare that num 
ber to the number competing in any other major or minor sport on the 
campus and trying out for the first team! There is another athletic club 
on the campus boasting of a membership of twenty-five to thirty mem' 
bere. a S200 budget, and a 4300 coach. I guess it just means that no one 
'way up thai' knows about our sport, but I assure you that all our atatls 
tics add up to the fact that skiing long ago reached the 'big-time.' 

N.S.F. (not sufficient funds) has been the answer since 1924 or there 
abouts. when inquiries were first made regarding a coach. "Maybe next 
year— but you see right now—." Well they're still saying it.

Now let me tell a story. It was at the top of the Intermediate Inter 
coilcgiate slalom race course. McGill was in a tight spot as to team stand 
ing with a Toronto foursome doing a nice job of slapping them around 
competitively.

I and above all trust to the advice of his ceaeh, who is the most vtlu- 

! able man to his team. . ."

Why McGill Ha» Been Able to Challenge Dartmouth 

It is an organization called the Red Birds which has stood behind 
the McGill Ski Club. AU our coaches have been from this source. The 
McGill Club owes them such a debt it can only be repaid by upholding 
the good name which they bequeathed to us. Unfortunately now the 
time hat come when the best efforts of amateur coaches are absolutely 
inadequate for the fine racing teams which the university has it, in its 
power to make. 

A coach must be able to devote six afternoons a week to déveloplng 
the ski talent at McGill. He would cost plenty. His job would be to 
take that bunch of individualists on skiis and make them into units 
which would know how to work as teams. His work would start in the 
early fall, and continue on till late spring. Its not a 'half-baked' job. 
It's a real job. and for the kind of man who believes in his skiing almost 
as a way of life.

those rare musicians who spend 
many hours searching for new 
works and who feel a new thrill 
each time they discover a work

Many musicians prefer to be ret- 
icent regarding their musical tastes 
anri opinions but not so Mr. Prim- 
rose, and his opinions are well 
worth • careful noting. "'Every time 
wc play a Beethoven Quartet I 
just marvel," he told us. "And I 
don't mean just the last quarters; 
I think the Opus IS works, with 
j their simpler material tend to be 
'rather neglected. To me Beethoven 
stands as the Shakespeare of 
music." As for dislikes. Mr. Prim- 
rose wasn't nearly as quick to an- 
*-wor nor as definite. He has no 
prejudices; the criterion he uses in 
judging a work is his estimate of 
the composer's sincerity. Naturally, 
he isn't fond of every thing, but 
if he feels the composer to be sin- 
cere he respects his work, dis- 
agreeing with some aspects perhaps, 
but being willing and anxious to 
listen none the less. If any of us 
are seeking an ideal in our attitude 
toward music I , don't think we 
have to look any further. 

"There should be no hard and 
fast rule about anything in music, 
or in most other things, for that 
matter." Mr. Primrose warns us. 
"A look back at the past ought to 
teach us much m our approach to 
the CDmpoeers of our day — we must 
be careful. Remember that many 
contemporaries of Beethoven were 
considered greater than himself." 
This attitude explains the fact that 
Mr. Primrose has brought so 
j much new music before us, mu- 
I sic like the Walton work which 
has come to be enjoyed so widely. 
Among his recordings are many 
contemporary works. A partial list 
of these recordings includes the 
31och Concerto for Viola, a Hinde- 
mith Sonata, the Bax Sonata, "So- 
iiloqy and Dance" of Roy Harris, 
a Handel Concerto and several 
Pagamnni Caprices arranged by 
Primrose.

The McGill Students' Council, at 
the requctt of the Scholarnhips 
Committee of the local CSA, lias al- 
ready sent a letter to the Provincial 
Government requesting that it grant 
scholarships to Quebec students. 
The Hon. Oscar Drouin, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, has already given 
verbal support to the idea. H is 
hoped that a delegation of students 
from McGill, Sir George William» 
Montreal and Lava) Universities 
will prêtent the petition to Premier 
Godbout personally at the conclu- 
sion of Hie scholarships campaign.

Issues Bulletin 



Committing themselves to 
practise the principles they will 
expect of '.heir elected Mem- 
bers, a number of electors on 
the island of Montreal and in 
other parts of Canada have 
been signing, during the past 
ten days, a document conceived 
and produced by workers in 
Moral Rearmament. The docu- 
ment, described as "A Message 
to our Candidates," has been 
taken up by business, fraternal, 
service and labour organiza- 
tions.
